Please amend claims 1, 4, and 5 as follows: 

1. (Amended) A surgical instrument comprising: 

(a) a handpiece having a tool supporting end, and a battery receiving end; 

(b) a sterile package comprising a single use, disposable battery pack having an 
attachment end; 

(c) one of the battery receiving end and attachment end having an alignment post with a 
plurality of electrical contacts arranged concentric thereto, and the other thereof having a central 
opening defining a longitudinal axis with a set of electrical contact elements concentric to that 
axis; and 

(d) wherein the two sets of contacts are adapted to become lockingly and conductively 
interengaged upon engagement of the alignment post with the central opening and in response 
to rotation of the battery pack relative to the handpiece.
